Provinces to revenge; but hearing 5 the way that 
the Emperor was preparing great Forces to meet 
him at Cæſarea, and finding that the Country People 
were all retir'd into ſtrong Holds, which were very 
numerous in thoſe Countries, he retreated thro' Me- 
dia, where likewiſe finding the People fled into Garri- 
ſons he laid clofe ſiege to Mantzichiert, a ſtrongly 
fortify'd City. This he furiouſly Aſſaulted for 30 
days together, but which was ftill bravely defended 
by Baſilius, its Governor. At laſt the Sultan being 
weary of his Enterprize committed the Storming of 
it to Alcan, one of his chief Captains, who neverthelcſs 
fail'd in his Attempt, and was ſlain. His dead Bod 

was dragg'd into the Town, and his head afterwards 
thrown over the Walls among the Turks, which ſo 
diſcourag'd the Sultan, that under pretence of be- 
ing call'd home, he rais'd the Siege, and went his 
ways.

Tartars, a rude and ſavage People, that dwelt North- 
ward in the barren parts of Aſia, under the leading 
of one Zingis or Cangi, their pretended Prophet, 
whom they honoured with the Title of Ula-Chan, or 
the Great Cham, baying over-run ſeveral petty Kings 
their Neighbouts, deſcended in huge ſwarms from 
Mount Caucaſus and Mount Taurus, and came like a 
Torrent upon the more fertile parts of Aſia, bearing 
down all before them that lay between them and 
Perſia. At length old Zingis dying, Hoccata his

of another Head. Dunder, the Brother of Ertogril, 
a, man of vaſt Experience and Judgment, and Oth- 
man his youngelt Son, of excellent Parts and Endow- 
ments, had the majority of voices; but Dunder being 
of a groſs Body, and beſides, ſubiect to the Infirmitis 
of old age, wiſely conſidering, that the preſent ill 
condition of the State required a perſon more actixt 
and vigilant, wholly. declin'd the matter, recom- 
mending at the ſame time his Nephew. Othoman, 3s 
one every way qualified for ſo great a Truſt; upon 
which the whole Tribe unanimouſly elected and ſalu- 
ted him as their Lord and Governor, ſwearing unto 
him Allegiance and Fidelity.

Count Serinus, Governour of Zigeth, certainly in- Zigerh 
frm'd of the coming of Solyman in perſon, ſent a befeged by 
thouſand Foot and five hundred Horſe to intercept Solyman, 


the fore-runners of his Army ; which had that good 
lueceſs, that near OQainque Ecclefie they flew many of 
them, and put tne reſt to flight, The Commander 
Haly-Beg was ſlain in the Mariſhes, and great ſpoils 
ken, wherewith the joyful Hungarians return d in 
Tmmph to Zigeth. To withſtand the approaching 
foroe of the Tur le, the Emperor had got together a 
great Army, and fome Galleys in the River Dauube, 
which were under the command of Philip Flachius, 
1 German, and Knight of Malta. Solyman having 
pas d the Drave by a bridge of Boats, which was 
brought to perfection in ten days, went and encamp'd 
it Mohatchz,, whence he ſent gcoo0 of his Army to 
inveſt Zigeth, after whom tollow'd 100000 more. To 
oppoſe this prodigious force, the Governour Serinzs 
had then but 2300 men in Garriſon, yet which were 
nevertheleſs all good Souldiers. The ſixth of Azgn/ 
Hhman came into his Camp, whereupon the Air re- 
founded with the great Ordnance, an the repeated 
ecchoings of Alla, Alla, Alla! which the Chriſtians an- 
ſwer d with the name of Jeſus On the ſeventh of 
ts month the Txrks caſt up a great Mount, and 
thereon plac'd their Battery.

Proclaim d he haſted to Conſtantinople, where being arriv d, 
Enn perer. he was by the great Officers and Fanizarics 
then preſent proclaimed Emperor. After which hay- 
ing taken alt neceſſary precautions for preventing of 
ſuch diſorders or tumults, as uſually happen upon 
the death of the T#rki/þ Princes, he repair'd forthwith 
to the Army, which he met near Bel grade, coming 
from the Siege of Zigeth, with the body of the de- 
ceaſed S yman, whom the Souldiers ſuppos d to have 
been yet living.

The occaſion was this: Being now at Peace with all 
the world, he purpoſed to erect ſeveral Charities, as 
a Colledge, a Monaſtery, an Hoſpital, and an Alms- 
houſe, beſides a magnificent Teniple at Adrianople, 
wherein he deſign d to be bury'd ; but at the fame 
time was very much puzzl'd and perplex'd within 
himſelf, how to endow and maintain them, becauſe 
the Mahometan Vrinces are forbid by their great Pro- 
phet to conyert any other Lands to fuch Religious 
utes, than what they conquer with their own Swords 
from the Enemies of their Superſtitious Worſhip. 
Wherefore the new Emperor calling a Council, to 
conſult what meaſures to take, in order to find out 
Revenues to ſupport what he had ſo piouſly deſign d, 
it was at laſt, after a long debate, reſolv d, notwith- 
ſtanding the late Treaty with the Jenetians, to invade 
and ſubdue the moſt fertile and flouriſhing Iſland of 
Cyprus, In purſuance bereof, the Turis made moſt 
mighty preparations both by Sea and Land, pretend- 
ing for Cauſe, that thoſe Iſlanders had harbour d and 
encourag d Pyrates, which robb d and deſtroy d their 
Pilgrims, as they were ſailing to Mecha; that the Ve- 
netians had often, contrary to the late League, moſt 
ericyouſly plunder d and ravag d the Othman Domi- 
nions in Dalmatia, with many other notorious fa lſi- 
ties. In the mean time the State of Venice knowing 
themſelves too weak to reſiſt ſo powerful an Enemy, 
diſpatch d Ambaſſadors to all the Courts in Europe, 
4 to deſire their aſſiſtance, or to ſtir them up a- 
gainſt the Infidels; but they all excus d themſelves, 
except the King of 3 the Pope, the Duke of S4 
voy, the Duke of Urbin, the Duke of Florence, and 
the Knights of Malta, who promis d them aid, which 
they afterwards moſt honourably perform d.

ver been before known. The Senate forthwith order- 
ed publick thanks. to be given after a moſt ſolemn 
manner, in all Churches and 9 pels througheut 
their Dominions, and to make t Tu yet more ge- 
neral, many Priſoners were ſet at liberty, and all 
Debts not exceeding 25 Crowns were paid out of the 
Publick Treaſury. A Decree alſo was made, that 
the day whereon the Victory was obtain d, which 
was the 7th of October 1571, ſhould be for ever ob- 
ſerved as a Holyday, and be dedicated to the memo- 
ry of Fuſtina. The like rejoycings were made in 
Rome, Spain, Naples, Sicily and Malta. In the midſt 
of the Joy at Venice, for the late Victory, one of the 


chief Turkiſh Priſoners hearing it compar'd with the 


Conqueſt of Cyprzes, ſhew'd by an apt ſimile that it 
was not ſo; 2 ſays he, the late Battel loſt, is unto 
our Emperor as if 4 man ſhould ſhave his beard, which 
will e re long grow again; but the loſs of Cyprus was un- 
to the Venetians as the cutting off an arm, which once 
done, can never be again recover d. 

As ſoon as the Confederate Fleet arriv'd at Corfu, 
the Galleys, Artillery, and Priſoners taken from the

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* $eamen and Soldiers ſailed from Sicilyin October 1573, 


and arriving the next day at Gzlerta, he there met A- 
mida , who informed him that the rumour of his com- 
ing had cauſed ſuch a conſternation amongſt the T xrks 
and Inhabitants of Tunis, that they were about to a- 
bandon the place. Don Fohn hearing this, landed his 
men the next day within four miles of the City, and 
marching towards it, found it wholly deſerted, 
wherefore he ſoon took poſſeſſion thereot, and all o- 
ther Towns thereto belonging, having overthrown 
feveral ſmall bodies of the 7 arks and Arabs.

Theſe Courtiers thus cor- 
rupted never ceas d importuning Shu, until he 
had nominated John to be Fayvod, in the;rgon of 
Bog dans. Tobi being thus appointed Vayvod, bor- 
row d of the Tark a good body of Horſe, with which 
he entering Moldavia, ſoon poſſeſs d himſelf thereof 
by reaſon Bogdan us, ſiiſpecting no ſuch thing, was 
then in Raſta, and altogether unprovided. The old 
V ayvod being afterwards aſſiſted by the Poles, attempt- 
ed ſeveral times to hve recover d his Country, but 
not ſucceeding, he fled to 2Zuſcomy, where he linger d 
out the remainder of his days. ST 
John having by the aforeſaid means obtain d the 
Hayvodſhip of Moldavia, e liv'd for ſome time in 
reat friendſhip with the 0592442 Court, paying Ins 
ribute very punctually ; but at length repenting of 
his former apoltacy, he recanted and embraced again 
the Chriſtian Religion: which Shins and the Fa- 
vourite Baſſa's his old Friends hearing of, as likewiſe 
that he behav'd himſelf more haughuly and diſreſpe- 
ctively to the Tart: tha un, they began very 
much to diſlike and 4vipcct im. The Vayvod ot 
Valachia underſtanding it's, gair'd forthwith to 
Conſtantinople, where lie moſt carneftly follicited the 
Great Baſſa's to get an order from Selymus, that bis 
Brother Peter migh- be mad "ayvrd of Maldavia, in 
the room of John, whom he ccus d of Mate-admunt- 
ſtration, of Ingratitule and ſeveral other Crimes, 
ſuggeſting beſides, as if he had deſign to joyn wit! 
the Poles, and take up Arms againtt the Sultan, * 
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tad ſo highly promoted him, To all this he added 
great Preſents to the chief Baſſa's, with a promiſe that 
Peterfhould annually pay to the Emperor 120000 Du- 
cats, whereas John paid but half ſo much. The Turk 
liſtening to his greedy Baſſa s, ſent an Ambaſſador to 
Joon, either to pay a double Tribute, or to reſign his 

ayvodſhip to one that would — himſelf and Po- 
ſterity ſo to do; but upon his refuſal of both, to de- 
nounce againſt him all the miſeries and calamities that 
War could inflict. 


The Vayvod was not a little ſurpriz'd at the haugh- 
ty meſſage which the T#rkiſh Ambaſſador had any; 4 = on 
his bis defence.

turned home. In the mean time, the Vayvod ſuſpect- 
ing the conſequence of this anſwer to the Sultans Am- 
baſſadour, rais d an Army, and made all the preparati- 
ons he was able for the defence of himſelf and Coun- 
try: but knowing, that he was too weak to oppoſe ſo 

otent an Enemy, he diſpatched Ambaſſadours to the 
King of Poland, who being at that time in League with 
the Turi, and for that reaſon refuſing to aid him, 
he ſent to the Polonian Coſſacks, a fort of Mercenary 
Souldicrs inhabiting the Banks of the River In. 
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Theſe Men to the number of 1 2009 came to his aſfiſt- 
ance, under the Command of their valiant Captain 
Sujerervius, and being all light Horſemen, were of great 
te to the Moldavians. a | 

Selymus enrag'd at the Vayvod's anſwer, ordered 
20000 Turks and 2000 Hungarians to march forthwith, 
and joyn the YVayvod or Palatine of Valachia,command- 
ing him to enter Moldavia, to ſeize r and ſend 
him to Conftantinople,and to make his Brother Vayvod 
in his ſtead. The Yalachian,glad of this opportunity, 
immediately paſſed the RiverMoldavius with an Arm 
of 1co000 men, not doubting in the leaſt of ſuceeed- 
ing in what he had ſo long with'd for. But he put- 
ting too much confidence in his own (ſtrength, ſuffer d 
his men for the convemency of Forrage, and other ne-

might be carried on with the beſt Succeſs. Some 
were for attacking the Perſians on the fide of Baty- 
lon, and to penetrate with a powerful Army as tat 
as Hyras (the antient Perſepolis and Capital City of 
Perſia.) Others for making themſelves Maſters of 
Tauris, and conſequently of all the Country rourd 
about it; ſome were for attacking them with two 
Armies at once in both thoſe places; Bur Amnrat! 
chuſing the ſafeſt way, refolvd to endeavour the 
Overthrow of his Enemy with his united Forces 
on the fide of Sirvan and Media, where he might 
be back d by the aſſiſtance of the Precopian Tartar: 
Bur, what moſt ſurpr iſed them was, that he declat d, 


he would not go in Perſon, but leave the Command 


of his Army to one of his Generals, in whom he 
put the moit Contidence. 

Whilſt they were conſulting the moſt efficacious 
means to invade Perſia, orders were diſpatch'd to 
the Haſſa's of Van, Babylon and Erzirum, bordering 
upon the Perſian Dominions, ro make frequent Ii.

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During theſe Preparations for the Perſian War, 
the late Prince of Tranſylvania, Stephen Bathor, now Tie be 
King of Poland, did at the beginning of his 340 4/47 
Reign, fend his Ambaſſador the Lord Jh Of gur. 
Henna, to enter into a League and Confederacy 
with the Tzrki/þ Sultan Amurath, which was con- 
cluded at Conſtantinople in the Year 1577. Which 
League concluded by Amurath and K. Stephen, and 
afterwards renew'd by Sigi/mand III. K. of Poland, 
2s it prov'd very advantageous to the Tarks in their 
Deſigns againſt Hungary, ſo it was of very ill con- 
ſequence ta the Emperour, who, if timely aſſiſted 
by the Poles, might in all probability have preſerv'd 
the greatelt part of that Kingdom from falling into 
the hands of the Turks, 

Bur ſetting aſide thoſe Reflections, we return to 
the Perſian Expedition; for the management of 
which, there were ſeveral Competitors ;_ but Ma- 
ſfapha, the fame who had under the Raign of the 
late Tarki/b Emperour, ſignaliz d himſelf by the 
Conqueſt of Cyprizs, and by his Treachery againſt 
the Famous Bragadiu, Governour of Famagaſia, n 
was appointed General of the Tiwrkgh Army, de- een 7 
ſign'd for the Perſian War, with full Authority to bo Torts 
provide what he judg'd requiſite for the accompliſh- i drmy- 
ment of it, and orders were ſent to all the Govern- 
ours of the e Fe of * Turkiſh N

Muſtapha ſet out in the Spring from Conſtanti no- 
ple, and arriv'd in the beginning of the Summer at 
Erirum, where he muſter'd his Army, confiſting of «nr of 
12000 Mſopotanians, 14000 Li[yrians, 2000 Syri- be 1 uk 
avs, of the leſſer Aſia 30000; of 4000 Cilicians, '' Army ; 
looo Jews and Philiſtins, 10000 Grecians, and as 
many Janiſaries, which with ſome Auxiliaries and 
Volunteers made up an Army of 110000 Men, 
molt Horſe; with a Train of Artillery of five 
hundred ſmall Pieces. | | 

After having taken all the neceſſary Care to be 
ſupply'd with Corn, . and other Things by 
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the Exnine Sea to Trapezond, and from thence to 
Erirum, he marched in eight days to Chars, the 
Boundary of the Tzrk;/þ Empire on that ſide, where 
being ſurpriſed by a moſt violent Tempeſt, this oc- 
cahon'd great Mortality in his Army. After three 
days Stay he pitch'd his Tents under the Mountains 
of Chielder, ordering Beyran Baſſa of Erzirum, 10

camps at Caramiet, to poſſeſs himſelf of another to the left, 

C hieldck, _ he with the whole Army lay conceal'd behind 
them, 

Aakomet the new Perſian King, ſcarce ſettl d in 
his Throne, being advertiſed of the vaſt Preparati- 
ons of the Zur, endeavour d to appeaſe the Jealouſies 
of tizeGrear Men, by diflembling his Reſentments 
which had this gocd effect, that tome being ſtirr d up 
by che approaching danger of ſo powerful an Invaſion, 
did aſſemble their Forces, whilſt others more obfti- 
nate, refuſed to obey, fo, that they could not bring 
together above twenty thouſand Horſe, who tho 
few in Number, yet all brave and faithful Men, were 
put under the Conduct of Tocomac Sultan, Govern: 
our of Reivan, with Orders to endeavour to ſtop 
the Enemies pallage into Georgia and Media Arre- 

atia; 

Purſuant to thoſe orders they directed their March 
towards Chars, and coming within a days Journey 
of Chielder, they ſent out their Scouts to diſcover 
the Poſture of the Enemy, whilit they follow 
with an eaſy March. Thole having diſcovered the 
two Baſſa's upon the Hills, and being perſuaded that 
there were no other Turbiſh Forces thereabouts, Ccat- 
ried the News to their General Tecomac; He relying 
upon his Scouts, and being confirm'd in his Opinion, 
when he ſaw the Turhs Tents at a diſtance upon the 
Hills, refolv'd to attack them before they were joun- 

: _—_— ed by other Forces; The Tur on the Hills no ſoon- 

gs Mo er ſaw him approach towards them, but they met 

Pcrfians, him in the Plains, where a furious Engagement en- 

ſu'd, the Perſians killing many of the Tarks, with- 
out any conſiderable Loſs on their fide ; But Muſta. 
pha, who had only watch'd his opportunity to fal 
upon the Enemy in the greateſt heat of the Battle, 
finding his Men put to ſuch a diſtreſs, haſtn d with

/tis, marching that day to Chielder Giol, and the Muftapha 

next to Archichelech, a Caſtle taken from the Georgi- Muſtered 

ans by Solyman in his Wars againſt Tamas, Here he bx Army. 
Bb 4 muſter'd 
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his whole Body to their Relief, and with great 
Cries ( ſuch as are uſual among the Zurhs) renew'd 
the Battle; The Perſians were ſo far from being diſ- 
may'd, that they diſputed the Victory, for the flen- 
der remaining part of the day, with incredible 
Courage and a great Slaughter of the Turks, till by 
the favour of the Night, they made an honourable 
Retreat; Muſtapha not thinking it convenient to 
purſue them. Five thouſand of the Per/ians were 
lain upon the ſpot, and 3ooo taken Priſoners, the 
Heads of which, Muſtapha, to magnify his Victory, 
cauſed to be cut off, and together with the reſt 
made a Bulwark of them in the Fields. 

About the ſame time Meſſengers arriv'd in the 
Camp from Muanuchiar the younger Son of Dedeſ- 
mit a Georgian Princeſs, offering his obedience, and 
defiring leave to ſalute the General, which being 
readily granted, the ſaid Prince was receiv d in the 
Great Pavilion of Muſtapha, under the ſound of 
Drums and Trumpets, and the diſcharge of the Ca- 
non ; He told the General, that the Renown of the 
Great Power of his Maſter the Sultan had brought fab 
him thither to crave his Protection; and that it ws NN” : 
was his Ambition to be employ d under his Banners, +, ... 
to be inſtructed in the Feats of War. MAuſtapha x 
having ſhewn him the Piles of Heads, and his War- 
like Stores, told him, that he had choſen the wiſeſt 
part to ſubmit unto the Power of the Ottoman Em- 
perour, unto whom all thoſe things belong d; and 
2s for his Defires of being his Companion in the 
Wars, he very willingly accepted of it, and promiſ- 
ing him all ſuitable? Encouragement ; and, as a 
Mark of his Affection, preſented him with an Ap- 
parel of Cloth of Gold, with a Battle-axe and Tar- 
get wrought with Gold, in lieu of the Preſents he 
had brought him. | | 

The next day Orders were given for the breaking 
up of the whole Army, but a moſt violent Tem- 
peſt of Rain and Thunder, which continued for 
four days, prevented it: After the Weather began to 
de ſettl d, Muſtapha directed his March rewards Je- 
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muſter'd his Army, and found them, what with the 
Jaſt Battle, what with Sickneſs and Deſertion, to 
be dimini{h'd above 40000 Men. From thence he 
remov'd to Giol, and the next day to Triala, where 
are to be ſeen the Ruins of a great City; The next 
following day the Twrkih Army march d up the 
craggy Mountain near Teſtzs, and being come into 
the Plain, encamp'd near the River that runneth by 
Teſtis, having in the laſt four days March loit many 
of their ſtraggling Parties, that were kill'd by the 
Georgians, who being acquainted with all the Ave. 
nues thereabouts, laid in Ambuth for them. 

The Caſtle of Teſtis had upon the approach of the 
Tarks, been deſerted by Daut Chan its Lord, but 
Mut apha conſidering its convenient ſicuation, or- 
der d it to be repair'd and fortified, leaving a Gar- 
riſon of 6οe Men, with 100 Pieces of Artillery

2 Whilſt Meſtapha laid encamp'd in the Plains near 
Teſtis, Aleſſunder, ſirnam'd the Great, Son of Le- 
Prince A. vent a Georgian Prince, ſent certain Meſſengers to 
1-T11iry compliment the General, and to deſire leave to come 
fabmirs to to ſalute him; which being readily granted, orders 
e © urk- were given for his Reception; He preſented Amu- 
ih prote- rath with rich Gifts, calling him his Lord, and of- 


ion, fering a free Paſlage for his Troops thro? his Territo- 


ries; all which was joyfully accepted by the Gene- 
ral, who made him large Preſents, and promis'd he 
would in his return, take his Way through that 

Councry. 
The Turkiſh Army, after their departure from 
Teſtis, march'd for twelve days together through 
Marſhy and troubleſome Ways, till they arriv'd up- 
on che borders of Sirvan, on this fide of the River 
Carac, where the Inhabitants of Sechi, the common 
Boundary of Georgia and Sirvan, ſubmitred to Ad- 
arg But his Army being quite ſpent with !0 
ong a March, and more afflicted with Hunger, _ 
Ore 
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ſorely afraid of paſſing the River, without ſome 
ſure Guides, hapneoa ro light upon ſome Stragglers 
of the Perſian Army, who being ſtrictly examin'd, 
told them, that nor far from thence, where the 
Canac diicharges it ſelf into the River Araxis, there 
were Fields, itor'd with Rice, Corn, and fat Cattle; 
The General, tho ſomewhat miſtruſting the mat- 
ter, yet to gratify the Importunity of the Soldiers 
gave leave for every one to look after Victuals an 
other Proviſions, ſo that ten thouſand with their 
Horſes and Camels, taking their Way, according to iu on 
the direction of the Per/rans ( ſent out on purpoſe fi Tork 
by the Perſian General Tocamac, to draw the Enemy 1A ty 
into the Snare) were all cut to pieces by the Perſians, the Perti- 
15 they were ready to carry off their Booty. The ans. 
noiſe of the Engagement being heard by ſome of 
the Turkiſh Scouts, Muſtapba imagining the real 
Truch, as it was, haſtned with his whole Body to 
their Relief, but too late, they being all ſlam, tho' 
he had tlie Satisfaction to revenge their Death upon 
the Per ſiant. 
The place where this Engagement hapn'd, was 
encloſed by the two Rivers Canac and Aravis, in 
the nature of a Demi-Iſland; ſo, that Maſtapba 
entring with his whole Body, and the Perſians find- 
ng themſelves thus enclos d by the Enemy, reſolv'd 
rather to endeavour to ſave themſelves by flight, 
than to expole ſo many brave Men, to an «fſured 
Death. Tocamac, Emir Chan, and the reſt of the 
I Chief Commanders, got by the help of their Hor- 
ſes over the River, whole example was follow'd by 
moſt of the others, but not with the ſame Succeſs, 
many being drowned in their Pailage ; which ſo 
terrify d the reſt, that they preferr'd an honourable 
Death before the Danger they were to undergo 3 
with this Reſolution falling with incredible Fury 
| I upon their Enemies, they fought like deſperate Men, e per. 
ud with a great Slaughter of che Tarhe, fold their gag en- 
Uives at the deareſt rate they could, not one eſcap- fi ei rout- 
ing their enemies hands. The Tur loſt zoco Men ed. 
n this laſt Engagement, and the Perſia» Command- 
ers (all their Forces being ſlain) departed every one 
to his reſpective Government. | 
Auſtapla having no more Enemies to encounter 
on 
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on that ſide, order d the Army to be in readineſs to 
paſs the River Canac the next day into Sirvan; 
which cauſed ſuch a Commotion in the Army, that 
they with Threats refus'd to obey his Orders; Not- 
withſtanding which, Mustapha perliſting in his Re. 
ſolution, told them: That it was Amurath's Com- 
mand, that if no body elſe would, he would go alone; 
a valiant Soldier's ih being diſcover'd in great Ex. 
terprizes, who ought not to ſhun Death whe the Ser- 
dice of his Prince requir dit. He deſir'd them, that 
if he ſhould be fruſtrated in his Attempt, they ſhould 
carry his dead Body on the other ſide of the River, that 
be might perform his Lord's Command after his Death 
Purſuant to this Brave reſolution, he, notwithſtand- 
ing the Murmurings of the Soldiers, did wade thro 
the River firſt, and*being follow'd by the Baſla's, the 
reſt encourag'd by their Example paſs'd the River, ſo 
that half the Army was got over by night, tho not 
without the loſs of 8000 Men, and many Horſes and 
Camels who were carried away by the violence of 
the Current. Thoſe on the other fide being terrified 
by this dreadful. Spectacle, ſpent the Night in 
Curſing their General, ſo that every thing ſeem'd to 
tend to a Sedition, if by good Chance they had not 
diſcover'd a ſhallow Ford, made by the gathering 
of the Sand and Gravel, looſen'd by the Hoofs of 
the Beaſts in their paflage, over which the Remnants 
of the Army, Artillery and Carriages, paſs'd with- 
out any conſiderable Trouble. 

The next difficulty they were to encounter, was 
Famine, being now in a Country deſtitute of Corn, 
Cattle or Villages ; which put them and their Beaſts 
to the Ads Extremity, till after ſome days 
March they arriv'd in a fruitful Champain Country, 
thro' which Muſtapha led his Army to Eres, the Ca- 
pital City of Sirvan on the Georgian fide, This City 
being forſaken by its Inhabitants, who as well as the 
reſt of the Governours and Inhabitants of the neigh- 
bouring places, were retir'd with their beſt Effects 
to the Mountains, the Tarłs entred without reſiſt- 


ance 3 and Muſtapha having order d a Fortreſs to be 
erected there, appointed a Garriſon of 5000 Men, 
and two hundred ſmall Pieces of Artillery for its

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{which was 22 days) he commanded' Oſman Baſſa to 
take poſſeſſion of Sumachia, formerly the Metropo- 
lis of this Province, which was done accordingly ;

out the leaſt order they ſhelrer'd themſelves againſt

ſain Bey among the reſt had withdrawn his Troops 
under a certain Mountain, which ſome Georgian 
Lords having got notice of, attack'd him with ſuch 
Fury, that they kill'd moſt of his Men, and took all 
his Baggage, he ſcarce ſaving himſelf by flying into 
the Tents of Bayran Baſſa.

Muſtapha having refreſh'd his Army here, march'd

Quarters there. The next thing he did, was to give 
an Account to the Grand Signior of the State of Af. 
fairs there, taking great Care to magnify his Victo- 
ries over the Perſiant, the Conqueſt of Sirvan, and 
the Submiſſion of the Georgians ; Amnrath being ex- 
treamly fatisfied with the Conduct of Muſtapha, and 
looking upon thoſe beginnings as the fore-runners of 
the entire Conqueſt of Perſia, bent all his Thoughts 
upon the proſecution of this W ar. 

Soon after tne departure of Mlaſtapha from Ere, 
the Precopian Tartars had paſs d the Mount Caucaſou, 


and were come upon the Confines of Sirvan, under 


the Command of dilcherai a young valiant Lord; 
and being join'd by ſome Trki/h Troops under the 
Command of Oſman Baſſa, Governour of Derbe, 
had paſs'd the River Canac, committing great Spoil 
in the Enemy's Country. But Ares Chan, late Go- 
vernour of Sumachia, being as we told you, retir'd 
into the Mountains, had, after Muſtapha was march'd 
out of thoſe parts, gather'd the Remanants of the Per- 


ſian ae in a Body; and being encamp d near H.. 
machia, ſurpris d certain Meſſengers, ſent by the Tar. 


tarian Commander to Oſman, who having buen forc d 
by Torments to diſel ſc the Letters they were char d 
with, Ares certify'd the Perſian King of it. He, 
who had long before been advertis'd ot the Progress 
of the Turks; being more awaken'd by this new 
Danger, gather'd what Forces he could, and orderd 


his eldeſt Son Hamze Mirize to paſs into $1rvar. 


His Army did conſiſt only of 12000 Men, and 


being on his Way to Sd, advertis'd of the num- 
ber of the Tartar;, which were 30000 ſtrong, he was 
ſorely put to it what reſolution to take; till the

Chars, and being from thence conducted to Amaſia 
and Sivas, found the General Sinan there encamp'd 
with his Army. After having explain'd to him the 
Reaſon of his coming, which was to demand a 
Peace from the Grand Signior, Sinan was extreamly 
eioyc'd at it, as attributing the fame to the Great- 
neſs of his Fame among the Enemies, and having 
pointed a ſulficient Convoy to conduct him to 
Conſtantinople, he exhorted him to offer to the Grand

Having 
thus paſs d che Territories of Minuchiar without the 
leaſt Trouble or Moleſtation, they came to a certain 
Caſtle call'd Geri, ſituated on a Plain, where they 
diſcover d an Army of Georgians ( the Chief Per- 
ſiant being accountred after the ſame manner by 
Order from their King, to raiſe the leſs Jealouſy in 
the Grand Signior, whilſt thev were treating ol 
Peace) ready to attend their Motions.

Thrabim being now ready to depart for Conſtantino- 
ple, to make a Shew of his having entirely ſubdu'd 
the Draſians, and not to let {hp any opportunity of 
filling his Coffers, caus'd Emir Aly Ebne Carfus, one 
of the three befo:emention'd Druſian Princes, to be 
pioclaim'd Governour of the Oruſians, for which he 
paid him 100000 Ducats. But Ene Manſur, ano—

Wich this | 
vaſt Army he march'd, Auguſt 11th from Erziram, - 
towards Tauris, but ſtill giving it out that his Deſign 185. 
was againſt Naſſavan ; But ſcarce had he march'd on 
a few days, when the Grecian Soldiers began already 
to exclaim againſt the General for want of Provi- 
ſions, Which coming to his Ear, he caus'd a good 
Quantity of Barley to be diſtributed among them, 
and thoſe Officers who had defrauded them of their 
Allowance, to be ſeverely pumſh'd. So he march'd 
on thro Haſſan Chalaſſi and Chars, to the Calderan 
Plains, Where formerly the Famous Battle was 
fought betwixt Selymus and Iſmael. Here having 
taken a review of his Army, and left behind him 
ſuch as by reaſon of Sickneſs or otherwite were not 
able to follow (of whom there was a conſiderable 
Number) he on a ſudden, inſtead of going to Naſſa- 
van, directed his March towards Taurii. 

The Soldiers of Greece and Conſtantinople, ſur- 
pris'd at this ſudden Change, ran in a great Rage to 
the General's Tenr, where they upbraided him with 
having deceiv d them with his falſe Pretences of going 
to Naſſavan, demanding of him the reaſon, why he had 
diſmiſs d ſo many of his Alen, if upon Premeditation he 
had undertaken this Deſign agaiaſt Tauris, 

The General judging it bur Prudence to make 
uſe rather of ealy mea :s than Puniſhment to ap- 
peale them; told them: That the Rumor of going to 
Nailavan, was rais'd by Special Orders from the Grand 
Signior, to flachen the Preparations of the Perſians 
about Tauris; for which Princely Care of their ſafety, 
rhey ought to pay their hearty Thanks, by ſhewing their 
Valour and Fidelity, which he did not in the leaſt que- 
tion; which was the Reaſon he had diſmiſ5'd ſuch as 
for their Cowardice and otherwiſe, were unfit for ſuch 
an Expedition, they being more than ſufficient without 
them, to pierce 45 far as Tautis, and to drive the Per- 
ſians before them with their Looks. This flattering 
Speech, back'd by a good Purſe of Gold, divided A2p*4s'4!; 
among them, had ſo powerful an Influence upon *#-Gener. . 
them, that inſtead of going to Tris, they now de- 
lired to be led ro Cabin, 
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The General greatly encourag'd by the readineſs 
of his Soldiers march'd to Coy, a City beyond Van, 
half way berwixt Tawris and the Martian Mere, 
where having refreſh'd his Army, he continu'd his 
March to Marant, and from thence to Soſſian, places 
under the Perſian Juriſdiction, ſituate in a very tiuit- 
ful Country. And now the Soldiers having diſco- 
ver d Tanaris, began highly to extol the Conduct of 
their General, who by amuſing the Perſians, had, as 
they ſuppos'd, made them turn all their Forces to 
the fide of Naſſavan; ſo that being overjoy'd at 
their good Succeſs, they began to enjoy the Benefit 
of a moſt plentiful Country, nothing being heard 
throughout the Camp, but of Pillaging, Sacking, 
Robbing and Raviſhing. Thoſe in the Van-Gzard, 
as they were the foremoſt in the March, ſo being 
eager to taſte the firft fruits of ſo plealant a Coun- 
try, they with a haſty march deſcended into a neigh- 
bouring Valley, full of pleaſant Gardens and Springs, 
attending the coming of the Ariny near a Bridge, 
call'd, The Bridge of Salt Water, laid over a ſmall 
River. Emir Hamze, the eldeit Son to the Perſian 
King, being encamp'd not far off with a Body of 
10000 Horſe, to obſerve the Motion of the Enemy, 
did no ſooner ſee them enter into thoſe Plains, but 
making towards them with all poſſible ſpeed, ſlew 
7000 of them, without much reſiſtance, raking all 
their Baggage, wich many Priſoners, Fcorles, and 


Zauris, encamp'd with an Army of 50000 Men; 
the whole Force of the Perſian Empire, conſiſting of 
no more than 80000 Men, by reaſon that the Turco- 
mans diiconteiited at their late Governour's death, 
and Cheilan and Heri had not ſent any Forces to the 
King's aſſiſtance. |
